Montreal scrap dealer knows to 
take copper markets seriously

eople toss pennies on the floor 

or abandon them on store coun- 
ters. As far as I can tell, the older and 
more responsible you are, the more 
likely you are to pick one up. 

Few kids bother to retrieve pen- 
nies, which are 98 per cent copper, 
plus a little zine and tin. Kids are 
not interested in collecting cop- 
pers, they'd much rather collect 
baseball cards and folding money. 

Herbert Black, a scrap metal 
dealer, knows and appreciates 
copper. I phoned him in Montreal 
and asked if he picks up pennies. 

“Absolutely! I always pick them 
up!” he said, with considerable 
gusto and excitement. Black 
understands the value of the cop- 
per in pennies. Last month he 
made $50 million (U.S.) by taking 
on the world copper market. 

—__ J asked Black what he would do 
if his kids left pennies on the 
street. “We don’t have that prob- 
lem,” he said. *° 

It doesn’t sound like Mr. Black 
has many problems these days. 
Since decimating Japan’s Sumit- 
omo Corporation in trading copper 
(it lost about $2 billion by misjudg- 
ing the metals market), Black’s 
biggest problem may be finishing 
his multimillion-dollar Georgian 
mansion in Montreal. 

In Black’s case, looking after the 
pennies (or at least the copper in 
them) means his mansions and 
Mercedes are taking care of them- 
selves. 

He would have five billion pen- 
nies if he converted his last 
month’s earnings to cents. Of 
course, he might have a hard time 
assembling those pennies since so 


many Canadians throw away their _ 


“worthless” pennies. 

The Royal Canadian Mint pro- 
duces about 675 million a year. 
Many people, other than Black and 
his family, have a tendency to 
overlook their value. The pennies 
are tossed in ditches, down storm 
drains and used for fishing

cents each, a savings of one quar- 
ter of a cent per coin. I have 78 
pennies under my bed and I know 
where I can get more at face value. 
Atthe bank. . 

I didn’t check with Canada’s 
richest person, Kenneth Thomp- 
son, to see how he deals with 
spare pennies. I knew his father, 
Lord Thompson of Fleet. I was 
having lunch with him years ago in 
Utah and, during our meal, he 
spied a penny, picked it up, then 
tucked it into his pocket with a 
happy wink. 

I’m happy to report he also 
picked up the check. 

If you think the way to get rich 
and be happy is by picking up pen- 
nies, there is another factor to con- 
sider. 

It takes about 12 seconds to 
spot, reach down, and pick up a 
penny, examine it and slip it in 
your pocket. At that rate you earn 
about a nickel a minute for your 
time. That equates to $3 an hour, 
not even the minimum wage. : 

And what can go wrong with 
penny scooping? According to 
friends of mine who are medical 
doctors, lots of things. 

Stopping suddenly and reaching 
down could throw out your back 
or you could do a pratfall and 
break a leg or hip. An elusive 
penny could put you out of com- 
mission for months. Medical bills 
could be horrendous. 

Older people, at the greatest risk 
for medical tragedy, seem to be 
the most anxious to pick up pen- 
nies. 

Could this mean we adults don’t 
have as much sense as the kids 
who have enough cents to leave 
the junk money alone? 

Maybe. But, in the meantime, 
I'm going to keep picking up pen- 
nies. Who knows? Maybe someday 
I'll get into a poker game with 
Herbert Black and I don't want to 
be in a position where I’m short of

t sounds like the Armageddon of 

showdowns: Hell's Angels battles 
the Christian Motorcycle Associa- 
tion. Throw in the cops and you've 
got a potential TV movie of the 
week. But fact is far different than 
fiction. 

And more complex. 

Some of the coverage out of the 
recent much-hyped presence of 
Hell’s Angels at Capital Raceway’s 
annual drag races reads like fiction 
and is even cartoon-like: born- 
again bikers ride out to save the 
souls of the Hell’s Angels. 
According to Werner Loewen and 
Len Patterson of the CMA, that 
picture is as simplistic as the fear 
that average citizens will get 
whacked by Hell’s Angels during 
outlaw bike-gang turf wars. 

“Our motto is: Changing the 
World One Heart at a Time,” 
Loewen explained. And for the 
record, the CMA doesn’t go to bike 
‘Tallies armed with Bibles, southern 
accents, or any kind of snake-oil 
sales techniques. “We go out as 
bikers first and Christians second,” 
said Patterson. “If they (outlaw 
biker members) want to talk to us, 
we're there for them.” 

What happens when Heaven 
meets Hell? Any violence? Maybe 
in the TV movie version. Here’s the 
reality, according to Patterson: 
“We camp with them on the same 
ground and we've never had any- 
one shoot or knife us. I’ve sat in a 
bar with 20 of those guys, with my 
colors proclaiming I ride for the 
Lord and, at the end of it all, the 
women were hugging me and the 
guys were saying, ‘You must be on 
dope or liquor, because you're too

much fun. I wanna hang around 
you.” 

The real picture isn’t so warm 
n’ fuzzy in the eyes of Kelly 
Gordon, media relations officer for 
the City of Edmonton Police 
Service. “What they’re (outlaw 
motorcycle gangs) doing is suck- 
ing the life blood out of the com- 
munity, especially through the 
drug trade.”

Gordon explained. “The Hell’s 
Angels have gone high-tech. What 
the public sees of outlaw motorcy- 
cle gangs, the beer-bellied, beard- 
ed, balding, color-wearing, Harley- 
riding motorcycle type, that’s just 
a front-line pleeb in the organiza- 
tion. The people who are pulling 
the strings are wearing Armani 
suits and driving Jags and have 
lap-top computers and satellite 
cell phones.” 

What can the police do to stop 
outlaw bikers from nurturing the 
drugs and prostitution trades in 
our communities? “Our effect is 
admittedly limited,” said Gordon. 
“We think it’s very important busi- 
nesses in this city should make it 
very known they’re not open for 
business from outlaw motorcycle 
gangs, that their consumer dollars 
are not welcome there.” 

A mental picture: one skinny- 
legged, gum-chewing 16-year-old 
waitress who doesn’t even care 
about her job stares down a group 


of burly, tattooed Hell’s Angels 
and sends them home. 

And how about the fact that, as 
Patterson said, “Most of Hell’s 
Angels these days are dressed in 
suits. You could be dealing with a 
Hell’s Angel member at your cor- 
ner grocery store and not even 
know it.” 


Time among the sinners 


In other words, if the latest 
onslaught of media hype about the 
Hell’s Angels has made you ner- 
vous, maybe you're not just being 
paranoid. According to Gordon, 
“We believe the Hell’s Angels are 
already here to some degree.” He 
also believes the group's financial 
resources are, in Canada alone, in 
the untold billions. 

How do we stop Edmonton from 


becoming the bloodied site of turf 


wars? The answer, said Gordon, 
lies not only in police action but 
community involvement. “There’s 


strength in numbers and it takes 


courage.” 

That's not the CMA stand on the 
issue. When told about Gordon's 
opinion that outlaw motorcycle 
gangs should be boycotted in local 


businesses, Loewen could only 


smile. “We certainly wouldn't sup- 
port that. It may be the police 
view, but our point of view is to 


love them, because that’s what 
Christ would do. He spent most of 
his time with sinners.

Oo from the depths of quasi- | 
obscurity comes one of the 
monsters of the 1970s.

del Junco is the best harmonica 
player in the world, bar none. At 
least, world-renowned harmonica 
manufacturer Hohner thinks so. 
del Junco won two gold medals at

the Hohner-sponsored 1993 World 
Harmonica Championships. 

He uses a technique practised 
only by a handful of mouth harp 
players called “overblowing”. In 
drastically simplified terms, this 
technique achieves overtones com- 
parable to the harmonics ona 
stringed instrument. del Junco can 
reach three octaves on his harp 
and is perfecting the ability to play 
all musical keys on one harmonica 
(normally a separate harmonica is 
necessary to play each key). 

The current incarnation of the 
Carlos del Junco band consists of 
Michael Keith on guitar, Al Duffy 
on bass and Geoff Arsenault on 
drums. Together they form a tight 
unit packing a powerful one-two of 
jazzy up-tempo blues. Covering 
obscure songs from Muddy Waters 
to Howlin’ Wolf to Ray Charles, 
these guys know how to play.

When Aaron Neville and the 
Neville Brothers arrived on the 
Heritage Amphitheatre stage 
Saturday, they received a stand- 
ing ovation. 

Aaron immediately reminded 
the crowd the band has been 
groovin’ together since 1954.

He must have wanted to get 
the greatest hits out of the way, 
to shake off the crowd’s adula- 
tion and get on with the funk.

This soundtrack starts with Iggy 
Pop's Lust for Life, in contrast to 
the bleak outlook of the movie's 
characters. Then again, irony is the 
code word of the age. Do yourself 
a favor. Buy the book and read it 
with this disc spinning on the 
stereo. 

Like a heroin rush, this dise vac- 
illates from the blissful house 
beats of Bedrock’s For What You 
Dream Of to the nightmarish shad- 
ows of Leftfield’s A Final Hit. 
Along the way, there are bubbles 
of sweetness and sadness from 
Britpop contributors Blur, Sleeper 
and Pulp and plateaus of empti- 
ness from Lou Reed and Brian 
Eno. 

Primal Scream’s title track, a 10- 
minute instrumental epic, envel- 
opes and seduces the listener then 
lunges in for the kill with a 
wrenching mash of guitars and 
rhythm. Later, Underworld’s Born 
Slippy does the same thing, but 
drives you to the point of exhaus- 
tion with an infectiously deep 
beat. Finally, you’re allowed to 
come down with a pleading little 
piano solo by Blur’s Damon 
Albarn. 

Like the book and the movie, the 
Trainspotting soundtrack is a 
jagged, jarring ordeal that gets you 
hooked and never forgives. But the 
rush is too good to walk away 
from.

Siberry’s eighth full-length album, 
and first since leaving Warner, is a 
gift to hardcore fans. It’s only avail- 
able through her independent com- 
pany’s Web-site (www.sheeba.ca) 
and toll-free telephone number 
(888-3-SHEEBA). 

These are songs Siberry wrote 
before her 1981 début. One day, 
she discovered she was ready to 
record them. In some cases, that’s 
questionable, but that’s what 
makes Teenager a prize for fans. 

Through her songbird voice, 
Siberry can create beautiful music 
out of sometimes unconventional 
song structures (witness My Life 
is the Red Wagon). This release 
shows her in the learning process, 
sometimes succeeding wonderful- 
ly. Why did she never before 
record The Squirrel Crossed the

Unfortunately for Frente (no 
longer are they an exclamation), 
they've written some serious songs 
this time around. I say “unfortu- 
nately” because Hart’s vocals, 
while beautiful, sound like she 
should be singing bubble-gum pop 
diva anthems somewhere in Japan. 
Hearing her sing “piss in my pock- 
ets” (Sit On My Hands) or “I am 
the destroyer” (The Destroyer) is 
like finding out Wilma cheated on 
Fred and that Pebbles is actually 
Barney’s love child. It’s the sign of 
a crazy mixed-up universe. 

Sit On My Hands and Goodbye 
Goodguy will probably be radio 
singles, but they’re still good. 
What’s Come Over Me is almost 
Beatles-esque in its simplicity. 

Overall, shape is a much more 
mature album from what many 
people predicted would be a one- 
hit wonder from Down Under. 
Hopefully, they'll keep it up.

Se you think showbiz is glam- 
orous? 

Consider this: those stars and 
starlets are called upon to perform 
eight shows in six days. Their one 
free day is usually spent on a bus 
or plane.

That one begins with 
big plans, but generally ends up 
with bed rest. 

Multiply that grind by 52 weeks 
a year, an open-ended contract, 
and a show that has been selling 
out on both Broadway and on tour 
for 10 years, and a boring nine-to- 
five job starts looking awfully 
good. 

But for Kris Koop, who plays 
Jelly Lorum/Griddlebones in the 
New York touring production of 
Cats in Edmonton Aug. 6 - 11, Cats 
was a show she was “going to be 
very disappointed if I didn’t get”. 

What personal life? 

A native of Pennsylvania who’s 
lived in New York for the last 
seven years, Koop was one of the 
10 people who had not seen Cats 
and had no wish to do so. “As a 
singer, I didn’t think I'd ever get a 
chance to audition, but I ended up

loving the show. From the moment 
the lights went down and the 
orchestra started up, they had me.

The brutal schedule all but elim- 
inates a personal life, with the 
actor in dire need of a padded cell, 
but as Koop said: “It’s my job; I 
don’t have to waitress.

(I should buy stock in a long-dis- 
tance telephone company), but 
what I've wanted to do my whole 
life is sing and dance for people 
for a living.” 

The Cats singer had a purr-fect 
job many people would commit 
heinous crimes to secure: a copy- 
writer for Elle and Mirabella.

recorded Whyte Avenue in the 
turbulent oil colors of Van Gogh. 
Across the street, cubist portraits 
gawked at expensive trousers in a 
sunlit window display. Further 
down, amidst the Saturday after- 
noon buskers, Owr Voice sellers, 
jewelry makers and shoppers, Mary 
Whale sat out front of a fabric 
store, sketching. 

Whale’s watercolor followed the 
theme, “the four seasons of Whyte 
Avenue” for last weekend's outdoor 
Art Walk. 

“T think the idea of having a 
theme was so the retailers didn’t 
have to worry they were going to 
have people painting weird things,” 
she said. 

Like most of the artists, Whale is 
impressed with the public’s interest 


in her work and methods. “I don’t 
think people are aware of how easy 
it is to access art,” she said. 

“I'm not a professional artist,” 
said Dawn Whitfield, painting the 
street extending away from the 
window of a chocolate shop. “I 
don’t get a lot of exposure, so I was 
intimidated in terms of being out 
here and performing, but there’s no 
reason for anybody to feel intimi- 
dated. Everyone has been wonder- 
ful and supportive.” 

Graham Flatt, a watercolorist 
working in front of an all-night café, 
agreed. “The response we've got 
from the public has just been fan- 
tastic. Everybody likes to meet the 
artist, everybody loves to see how 
it’s done, but very few people get 
that opportunity.” He believes gal- 
leries can be stifling, while being 
out in the sun and talking to the 
artist makes the work approach- 
able, genuine and fresh. 

While it was beautiful to see so 
many different interpretations com- 
ing from each different brush, very 
little about the first annual Art 
Walk was peaceful or slow-paced. 





This was not about setting down 
the nuances of an iris bed or of a 
river-valley view. These are artists 
supported by business, putting 
those businesses on their canvas. 

“I think it’s a good idea to bring 
in art, but I do have some reserva 
tions about some of the artwork 
that’s being done here,” said 
Margaret Winkle. 

Having finished several powerful 
works in conte, charcoal and ink, 
she admitted the street noise and 
impatient shoppers were getting to 
her. 

While she enjoyed the first few 
days of the Walk, Winkle admitted 
to being aggravated by the yuppie 
attitudes breaking through the 
Avenue’s cracks like thistle. 

“Whyte Avenue is becoming very 
commercial and they’re kicking the 
kids out, the bars are coming in, it’s 
changing the whole. Even this art 
thing is to promote business. Art is 
supposed to make you feel again,” 
Winkle said. 

“Some artists may see (the Walk) 
as a way to marginalize artists,” 
said painter Maggie Ray Morris,

“Marginalizing in the sense of the 
type of work the artist does, that 
it’s perhaps not as cerebral as it 
could be.”

“If you're not with a gallery, 
which I'm not by choice, this is the 
only way you have exposure. You 
have to get out there and be seen.”

Ss pike and Mike’s 1996 Festival of Animation 


At the advance press screening of Spike and Mike’s 
1996 Festival of Animation at the Princess Theatre, I 
asked myself a lot of questions; understandable since 
watching The Simpsons has been the extent of my 
animation appreciation for the past five years. 

Nothing against Bart and the gang, but these 14 
short films from seven different countries opened my 
eyes to animation as an art form. I couldn’t help but 
ponder the creative process and the artists behind 
some of the more remarkable pieces. 

Is Bill Plympton, creator of Nose Hair middle-aged? 
He must be because around age 40 men start growing 
hair at alarming rates in odd places like out of their 
ears. Those physical changes obviously went beyond 
mere interest to downright fascination in this cre- 
ator’s mind. In Plympton’s dark comedy, a plucked 
nose hair takes on a life of its own, with the hair's pre- 
vious owner taken along for the ride. There must be 
social commentary involved, but I was too busy 
watching what happened next to think about that. 

I marveled at the creative genius of Canadian 
Vanessa Schwarz, the artist behind The Janitor. How 
did she envision creating a workhorse for God in the 
form of an ordinary no-nonsense janitor? In a bril- 
liantly-delivered monologue, the janitor explains 
some of his responsibilities and the frustration he has 
experienced through the years. 

For example, the janitor points out he had to “turn 
the faucet on” the Earth to wash off the dirt and dust; 
added to that duty was the recoating of Mars with red 
paint. The janitor complains he simply had too much 
to do. Forty days later, God reprimanded him for for- 
getting to turn the water off. Festival promoter Frank 
Yahr noted Schwarz’s film won an Academy Award. 

How does the Academy tackle the onerous job of 
choosing the nominees for Oscars? Gagarin and The 
End, two of the festival’s computer animation offer- 
ings, have both received nominations. They were

wonderful, but so many others seemed deserving. Do 
Nothing Til You Hear From Me was one of my 
favorites. Set to the music of Duke Ellington, it is 
instrumental in showing how we often look for love in 
all the wrong places. 

A Close Shave by Nick Park, this year’s Academy 
Award winner for Best Animated Short, is claymation 
elevated to art. Faithful Spike and Mike followers will 
how! at the antics of Wallace and Gromit as they are 
hornswoogled and bamboozled through a series of 
plot twists rivalling those of mystery writer P.D 
James. Fun for the whole family, it’s worth the price 
of the ticket alone. 

Spike and Mike’s 1996 Festival of Animation at 
the Princess Theatre is two hours of captivating com- 
edy and social commentary. Evening screenings run 
Aug. 2 - 4 and Aug. 8 - 11 with matinees running on 
Sundays. The festival antics of the promoters and the 
14 animated films will leave you chuckling, cheering 
and maybe scratching your head, too. 

No wonder they don’t call them cartoons any more!

In Trainspotting, a group of five 
friends, described aptly as losers 
live the heroin lifestyle. Our anti- 
hero is Renton (McGregor), a 
junkie who wants to go straight 
but has trouble doing it. He knows 
he’s a bad person, but he’s trying 
to change. He has a philosophy. 
You can create your own reality by 
making life choices. He just has to 
make better ones. 

Begbie (Carlyle) is the gang 
toughie. Played with the casual 
intensity of a smouldering volcano, 
Begbie lives from some macho 
testosterone-charged always-out- 
to-prove-something centre of his 
remorseless brain. He brags about 


his brawling bravado as he care- 
lessly throws a beer mug into a 
crowded bar, obviously instigating 
another méleé 

He doesn’t do smack because he 
doesn’t believe in polluting the 
body with those darned chemicals, 
but this doesn’t stop him from 
drinking like a frat boy and smok- 
ing like a philosophy major. All in 
all, he’s a perfect character foil for 
Renton. 

What is given is a highly charged 
existential essay of making one’s 
way on the splintered path 
between good and bad. The title is 
slang for hobbyists who watch 
passing trains and keep logs of 
their numbers. It serves as a 
metaphor for purposeless life or 
misspent youth. 

It’s entirely plausible that some 
hip Scottish AADAC-type organiza- 


tion wanted to show heroin 
stripped of its pretenses in an 
effort to motivate junkies to go 
straight. Obviously a Presbyterian 
conspiracy. The style of the film is 
fast-paced, with a plot that is con- 
stantly being propelled forward, 
with the minimal fractured sequen- 
tial narrative so popular with the 
kids. Although universally moral, 
it’s a guy flick. Noticeably lacking 
is a strong female character who 
doesn’t have to take off her 
clothes. Most prominent is Diane 
(MacDonald) who’s smart and 
sassy and can see right through 
any male’s glycerine facade 
Superficially, Trainspotting 
starts as a light biography with 
brilliant scattered scatological 
humor that would give Dan 
Aykroyd seizures decorated with 
Burroughsian junk visions.

The Riveabnas of Pinocchio C @) 
Jonathan Taylor Thomas (Tom and 
Huck, TV's Home Improvement) is a 
major drawing card for kids, but most 
of his performance is spent off-screen 
as a voiceover until the final minutes. 
Some positive lessons here (honesty is 
the best policy, the nature of your 
heart counts more than physical 
appearances). Children should enjoy 
this live-action, literary-faithful version 
of a tale they've seen Disneyized 
before, while adult moviegoers admire 
the special effects that turn a block of 
wood into a fairly emotive performer. 


Courage Under Fire (1) 

Denzel Washington brings star power 
to a story set against a Gulf War back- 
drop. Washington plays an Army offi- 
cer assigned to investigate whether a 
Medal of Honor should be awarded to 
a woman (Meg Ryan) who was killed 
conducting a daring combat rescue. 
Meanwhile, Washington tries to over- 
come problems of his own. During the 
chaos of battle, he fired on one of his 
own tanks, resulting in the death of a 
friend. A supporting cast adds weight 
to the drama — notably Lou Diamond 
Phillips — but this could be the most 
straightforward drama ever made 
about an ambiguous situation. Some of 
the drama is first rate, but director Ed 
Zwick would have done well to leave a 
few loose ends dangling. 


Fled (M) 
This has nearly everything that a sum- 
™er movie needs: furious action, 
breathtaking stunts, appealing stars 
and a story that makes mincemeat out 
of plausibility. Fled offers little by way 
of originality, as two escaped convicts 
(Laurence Fishburne and Stephen 
» Baldwin) try to evade the law and 
. recover (what else?) a missing comput- 
’ er chip. If you haven't been down this 
‘road before, you haven't been traveling 
the multiplex circuit. 


Frighteners (/) 

Michael J. Fox bombs out in a movie 
that can’t make up its mind whether to 
be horror or comedy. Director Peter 
Jackson piles on the special effects in a 
story that begins by aping 
Ghostbusters, but winds up as one 
more gorefest. B-o-r-i-n-g! The movie 
seems to take as long as it’s taking for 
Fox to grow older. 


Harriet The Spy (G) 
The beloved children’s novel gets the 
big screen treatment, with feisty 
Michelle Trachtenberg (Nickelodeon's 
The Adventures of Pete and Pete) mak- 
_ ing an appealing movie debut. No pro- 
fanity, violence, sex or nudity. Good 
_ lessons in tolerance and privacy, with ° 
the usual acceptance of an outsider 
that serves as a good model for chil- 


one goes heavy on special effects but 
doesn't prove appealling enough to 
suggest that O'Neal should abandon his 
day job. Oh well, given the latest NBA 
salary figures, we know O’Neal didn’t 
make the movie for money. 


Kingpin (M) 

Gross, disgusting humor throughout 
this comedy, set against the world of 
professional bowling. Sexual content 
includes an exotic dancer in drag, a 
spoof of The Graduate with a disgust- 
ing old woman and one gag that uses 
bull sperm as a punchline. No nudity, 
but co-star Vanessa Angel's skimpy 
wardrobe makes her the sex object of 
the summer. Violence includes Woody 
Harrelson’s character having his hand 
amputated by a ball-return machine. 
Definitely not for youngsters, or adults 
without a sick sense of fun. 


Multiplicity (M1) 

Michael Keaton (in four roles) is terrif- 
ic as a man so busy he must have him- 
self cloned. But the script is an unin- 
spired mixture of slapstick and one-lin- 
ers. Andie MacDowell proves bland as 
Keaton’s wife. There are laughs here, 
to be sure, but would that the script 
were as accomplished as the special 
effect that created four Keatons. 


The Nutty Professor (M/) 

Tt can be rude and crude, but there are 
plenty of laughs in Eddie Murphy’s 
remake of Jerry Lewis’ 1963 signature 
work. Murphy plays seven roles, but 
the centerpiece character is the enor- 
mous Sherman Klump, a college pro- 
fessor who’s researching the mysteries 
of DNA. He invents a slimming drug 
and turns into the super-aggressive 
Buddy Love. Surprise: The professor is 
a character of genuine pathos. 


Phenomenon (PG) 

John Travolta proves appealing as a 
California mechanic who sees a flash 
of light and becomes a genius. He also 
receives able support from Kyra 
Sedgwick (as a divorcee who resists 
his advances), Robert Duvall (as the 
town doctor) and Forest Whitaker (as 
one of his pals). Director Jon 
Turtletaub gives the movie a handsome 
look, but the script eventually grows 
some tall corn, practically canonizing 
Travolta’s character by creating gov- 
ernment opposition to him. Put anoth- 
er way, it can't resist biting off a pretty 
big slice of baloney in order to offer up 
its own fuzzy brand of spirituality.
